CORNELIS  MELYN 


CORNELIS  MELYN  baptised  Antwerp  9/12/1610,  born  1602,  died  STATEN  ISLAND  1674, 
arrived  New  Amsterdam  1639,  returned  to  HOLLAND  to  be  married  to  wife  JANNETKE  in 
the  year  1640. 

CORNELIS  MELYN  was  PRESIDENT  OF  COUNCIL  OF  EIGHT  MEN,  the  PATROON  of  STATEN  ISLAND 
and  the  most  famous  character  in  the  HISTORY  OF  NEW  AMSTERDAM.  He  was  deeply 
resented  by  PETER  STUYVESANT,  who  exiled  him  for  seven  years/  MELYN  appealed  to 
the  KING  OF  HOLLAND,  who  restored  him  to  favor.  During  the  PEACH  WAR,  he  took 
refuge  in  New  Haven,  Conn.  Here,  he  met  MATTHIAS  HETFIELD,  whom  "the  daughter  MARYTJE 
(MARY,  MARIA),  the  widow  of  Claes  Pardee  married, 

THE  PEACH  WAR  was  caused  by  a  Dutch  Patroon  who  owned  the  farm  where  the  old  HOTEL 
BREVOORT  now  stands.  An  Indian  squaw  v/as  caught  looting  his  peach  orchard,  his 
Dutch  temper  roused,  he  fired  on  her  and  killed  her.  THE  INDIANS  were  roused,  the 
first  victim  was  the  Patroon  of  Staten  Island,  Cornells  Melyn,  for  he  was  the  most 
important  figure,  being  of  the  EIGHT  MEN,  His  manor  on  Staten  Island  was  sacked 
and  burned,  the  entire  household  fled  to  New  Haven.

He  is 
described  in  HISTORY  OF  ELIZABETH  N,  J.  by  HATFIELD,  as  the  son  of  ISAAC  HETFIELD 
and  ABRAHAM  CLARK  is  identified  by  the  fact  that  he  married  a  sister  of  ELDER 
ANDREW  HETFIELD.  He  was  a  PATRIOT  OF  THE  REVOLUTION  as  proved  by  the  following 
certificate  from  tho  ADJUTANT-GENERAL  OF  NEW  JERSEY. 

'•ANDREW  HETFIELD  received  from  Daniel  Marsh  Quartermaster  at  Rahway  New  Jersey, 

Cert.  No.  154  dated  March  11,  1780-  3,196.00  dollars  Continental."  He  died  1824-1-19 
and  is  buried  at  Westfield,  N.  J.

HATFIELD  HOUSE  played  an  important  part  in  the  COLONIAL  WARS,  for  under  the  trees 
in  front  of  the  house,  were  held  INDIAN  COUNCILS  &  TREATIES  OF  PEACE.
